Tbe address, in MOSt Conspic- 

yous manner, reviews the A. M. E. 
Oburch and its work; its early 
struggles aud steady progress; its 
grand results; its advanced posi- 
tion in the education of the people. 
its noble army of veterans, their 
work in the cause of temperance, 
etc., are all handled in @ masterly 
way. The twelve recommendations 
forthe guidance of the 25,000* 
preachers and one million aud a 
half of lay members of the Chureh 
are excellent. It seems unfortunate, 
however, that througout this ofi- 
cial address there is not the remot 
estreference male or suggestion 
offered for the systematic care of 
the thousands of sick, suffering and 
dying, for the absolate need of in- 
telligent medica and _ surgical 
treatment.and proper nursing. In 
this country, where the people of 
other races are making sabstantial 
progress in the erection and main- 
tenance of public institutions for 
the benefit of those who may need 
assistance and Care, the necessity 
for such institutions does not seem 
tosuggest itself to the co'ored peo- 
ple. Careful inquiry among those 
high in authority in the different 
denominations, together with a 
somewhat extended research of the 
literature of the different churches 
and societies which hold the destiny 
of 4,000,000 peopie in their keeping, 
fail to give information or even a 
thought on this most important 
subject. 

This country contains no hospit- 
al owned, controlled and managed 
by colored people. In eandor we 
must admit that this isa sad com- 
meutary on the vaunted benevo- 
lence and philanthropby of a prac. 
tical people seriously in need of 
every advantage made in the ad- 
vancement of medical and surgical 
science. 

The need of institutions for the 
care of our sick is palpably plain 
and direct. itis not necessary to 
Investigate the urgent necessity ; 
either way an observer may tufn 

can be seen the urgent need ot bos- 
pitals, asylums aud homes for the 
indigent, and also for others who 
heed skillful surgical assistance. 
The time has gone by when any 
surgical Operation of a serious na- 
ture should be done without the 
strictest surgical surroundings, 
aud the elements necessary 
are to be found in but few homes. 
Surgical cleanliness and domestic 


cleanliness are per se relative con- 


ditions, the one having asits object 
the prevention of wound infection 
by germs which exist everywhere , 
the other, a pardonable disregard 
lor this distructive element with a 
‘lew only to making life pleasant 
and comfortable. The need of such 
‘ustitutions may be more apparent 
0 the observer when it is known

A markedly important work 
which hospitals devoted to the in- 
terests of colored people in this 
country could pursue with value is 
the study of fibrous tumors. Stat- 
istics should be collected with ref. 
erence to their relative frequency 
in colored women. It is asserted 
by writers and authors that this 
neoplasm is found in 60 per cent of 
all colored females. In the opening 
chapters on this subject of most 
works on gynaecology (diseases of 
is 
made withoat offeriug any statis- 
tics to bear them out in proof that 
the majority of colored women are 
afflicted with fibrous growth in a 
greater or less degree of develop- 
ment. This opinion has for years 
appeared in text books on gynoecol- 
ogy, witbout offering statistics or 
credible evidence to prove what 
they assert as facts to their readers. 
The question occurs, what do these 
authurs or book compilers base 
their opinions on? Is it from their 
own Clinical experience or that of 
others? If from others, who are 
they, so high in authority, who 
have accepted enough colored wom- 
en into their hospital wards and 
private practice to furnish a basis 
for the conclusion that 60 per cent. 
of all colored women are the posses- 
sors of fibrous growths ofthe uter- 
us? Itisa well-:nown fact that 
the men who are the authors of the 
few reliable works on gynaecology 
in this country seldom if ever have 
a colored women for a patient 
When application is made for ad- 
mission of a colored woman to one 
of the best special hospitals in New 
York, the answer returned is that 
‘*We are full.” The same rule ob- 
tains in Philadelphia, with 
more cruel force. The answer there 
reported to be that ‘We do not 
take colored patients” The same 
repulsion is met in Chicago from 
the only institution of its kind 
there; yet in the face of this dis- 
like to the study of disease. wher- 
ever found a positive opinion is 
given with reference to the frequen- 
cy of fiberous growth in ccloread 
women. The fact is that this opin- 
ion was advanced by the late Dr. 
J. Marion Simms about twelve 
years ago, and has been copied 
irom ove to another until it is now 
without proof accepted as a fact. 
For the preservation, protection 
and education of the people these 
hospitals are necessary. To begin 
to add some substantial evidence 
of progress in the development of 
eur generation we should lay the 
foundations of institutions to be 
perpetuated by those who may suc- 
ceed us—philanthropic institutions 
which in their quiet grandeur would 
bear evidence of a feeling of sym- 
pathy for those who may be afflict- 
ed. The importance of this matter 
of caring for the indigent and un- 
fortunate ougat not to be underes- 
timated, and to that Church whose 
greatness consists in its overcom- 
ing almost insurmountable difficul- 
\ies this suggestion is confided.
